Trade With China. 


Washington, June 4.—The trade of 


the United States with China, says a 
buHetin issued by the department of 
commerce and labor, shows a very 
rapid growth dining the past decade, 
especially in exports to that country, 
though the impoits also show an in- 
crease. The total exports to China in 
1895 
were $3.703,922, and in 1905 $G8,- 


574,793; tho total imports were in 
1895 $21,842,860, and in 1905 $28,113,- 
811. In add.tion to the exports direct 
there should be considered those to 
Hongkong, a B:iti»h colony, which in 
fact is a door through which large 
quantities of merchandise enter that 
country. To Hongkong the exports of 
the Unite-1 States grew from $4,4G2,- 
856 in 1S9~ to $8.090.826 in 1905, and 
the impoi ts from Hongkong grew from 
$1,393,920 .ft 1S05 to $1,685,063 in 1905.

Declares Emphatically There Is No 


Favoritism In Rates, and Discrimi- 
nation, If Any, Only In Distribution 
of Empty Cars—Deprecates Attacka 
on Corporations. 


Philadelphia, June 4.—Fresh from 


Europe, President Cassatt of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad discussed freely at 
his home in Haverford, a suburb, the 
recent disclosures before the inter- 
state commerce commission la this 
city. 


Mr. Cassatt said he had returned to 


take part in the investigation by the 
board of directors of the Pennsylvania 
company into the charges against cer 
tain railway officials who are alleged 
to have taken bribes from coal oper- 
ators. He said if any officer or em- 
ploye should be found guilty of corrupt 
practices he would be punished. 


Referring to the testimony of certain 


officers that they held stocks of coal 
companies and to the inference drawn 
by the newspapers that favoritism and 
discrimination on a large scale had 
been practiced for the benefit of fce 
companies whose stocks were thus 
held, Mr. Cassatt said that while such 
ownership by officers in a position to 
exercise 
favoritism 
and 
therefore 


liable to suspicion was no doubt in- 
advisable and unfortunate, it was not 
an offense in itself, if the stocks were 
properly acquired, and was not con- 
trary to the bylaws of the company; in 
fact, the management had in the ear- 
lier years of the company encouraged 
the officers to aid in the development 
of industries along its lines. The 
wrong, if any had been done, was in 
the alleged favoritism. There could 
be no favoritism in rates, as shippers 
of coal and all other freight were on 
an absolute equality; all paid the full 
tariff rates without rebate. Mr. Cas- 
satt made himself personally respon- 
sible for the absolute correctness of 
this statement. If there "was any dis- 
crimination it could only be in the dis- 
tribution of empty coal cars, and so 
far as he knew no proof had been pro- 
duced that the officers concerned had 
been guilty of-such favoritism;—The^ 
board would, however, also inquire 
carefully into these matters, and ii 
there had been any wrongdoing would 
take proper action, but it woufd not 
sacrifice faithful and efficient officers 
to a manufactured and mistaken pub- 
lic opinion. The board would also, no 
doubt consider the general question of 
the propriety of the ownership by offi- 
cers and employes of stocks of coal 
and other companies using the Penn- 
sylvania Railrdad company's lines and 
make regulations in relation thereto. 
There had always been a shortage of 
coal cars during periods of every year, 
and in recent years this condition had 
been aggravated by the great increase 
in the production of doal, notwith- 
standing the very large increases the 
company had made to its equipment.
